It was disclosed that sufficient 
gasoline for another 100 miles of 
flying remained in the tank of 
the plane when it completed the 
3138 mile flight from Hawaii. 

The cricket field was too short 
for a takeoff on the last stretch 
of the flight over water, the pi- 
lot said. He hardly had been 
able to bring the plane down on 
the little stretch of green, 1250 
feet long. 

The huge plane had taxied 
along the inclined runway at high 
speed and only the cleverness of 
the pilot prevented it from being 
damaged. Smith made an abrupt 
turn at the end of the runway, 
narrowly missing a tree. 

“Although it will be possible io 
take off from the field with a 
light load, it will be impossible to 
gain sufficient speeq with the 
load’.necessary for the 1785 mile 
flight to Brisbane.’ Smith said.
